the next Sellions, there to be Filed upon a diſtin File, and Numbred and kept with the Records. 

1I. The Clerk of the Peace is to keep a Fair Book, wherein the Name of the Perſon fo Bound, and the Magiſtrates 
Name before whom the ſame was done, and the time and place of doing thereof, and the Number of the File ſhall 
'be Entred ; and for the more eafie finding the ſame, the Entries are to be made Alphabetically, according to the 
firſt Lexter of the Surname. 

Ifl. All Perſons above the Age of One and twenty years, or who ſhall, upon View and Examination, appear te 
:be.ſo.in the Judgmeart of the Magiſtrate, may be Bound in the: preſence of One Juſtice of the Peace, or of the 
Mayor or Chief Magiſtrate of the Place where they ſhall go on Shipboard, who is to be fully ſatisfied from him of 
his free and volantary-agreemeat to enter into the ſaid Service. 

IV. If any perſon be under the Age of One and tweaty years, or ſhall. appear foto be, he {hall be Bound in the 
preſence of the Lord Mayor of London , or one of the Judges, or an Alderman of London being a Juſtice of Peace, or

was laſt Settled, in ſuch manner as the ſaid Magiſtrates ſhall think fir and direct. 

And becauſe Clerks of the Peace may conceive this nor to be any part of the Duty of their Office, and may therefore 
»xatt unreaſoable Rewards for their trouble and pains therein, His Majeſty doth Declare, Thar if any Merchants or 
xher Perſons ſhall be aggrieved thereby, and upon Complaint rothe Juſtices, cannot obtain Relief, His Majelty will 

ake ſuch further Care for their caſe herein, as in His Royal Wiſdom He ſhall think meer. 
And His Majeſties further Pleaſure is, Thar this Order be Printed and Publiſhed, to the end all Perſons whom 
..t may concern, may take notice thereof, and Govern themſelves accordingly.
